FIRE INSURANCE RATE 
REDUCTIONS IN EFFECT 
Austin. — Fire insurance rate 
reductions which will save Texas 
property owners some $2 million 
during the next year have been 
announced by the State Coaid of 
Insurance Commissioners. 


The new rates became effec­ 
tive Oct. I. 
Fire 
Insurance Commissioner 
Paul H. Brown has said th a t the 
greatest savings in premiums will 
be in m ercantile buildings and 
contents. 
With the exception of brick 
protected and fram e unprotected 
dwellings, the owners of city and 
suburban r e s id e n tia l property 
and apartm ent houses will also 
pay less for th eir fire insurance. 
Brown said the order lowers 
the rates on fram e class dwell­ 
ings within an area afforded fire 
protection. It also elim inates the 
extra charge which has been lev­ 
ied for flues and occupancy by 
tenants. 
The new schedule will reduce 
rates on farm property, com mer­ 
cial garages and contents, hospi­ 
tals and lum ber yards. 
However, rate increases were 
ordered on fire insurance for fire­ 
proof buildings, grain elevators, 
and brick 
churches 
and 
brick 
schools within an area afforded 
fire protection. 
Brown pointed out th a t the 
Board of Insurance Commission­ 
ers makes changes in fire insur­ 
ance rates each year when the 
fire losses justify lower or higher 
rates. 
Changes are based on the rec­ 
ord of premium* and losses in 
each given class for the preced- 


URGES PREVENTION 
RUST, CORROSION 
IN AUTO RADIATORS 
Detroit. — Prevention of rust 
and corrosion in automobile cool­ 
ing system s is im portant for con­ 
tinued good service of the car, 
E. L. H arrig, m anager of the 
Chevrolet service and mechanical 
departm ent, said. 
“Judging from the limited use 
of corrosion inhibitors with w ater 
it is apparent that many m otor­ 
ists do not realize the seriousness 
of this problem ,” H arrig said. 
“ In the winter, the .standard anti- i 
freeze products contain inhibitors! 
which prevent corrosion. But the! 
problem is even more serious in I 
warm weather or in southern cli-! 
m ates because of higher opera!-; 
ing tem peratures.” 
Oxygen from the air in the 
cooling system s is the most seri-j 
ous cause of corrosion. 
H arrig! 
cited other causes as presence of, 
corrosive m ineral salts in the! 
w ater, exhaust-gas leakage into | 
the cooling system , use of un-1 
neutralized- 
acid 
or 
alkaline- 
cleaner solutions and the use of 
certain acid-containing stop-leuk 
preparations. 
Radiators should be flushed and! 
cleaned before use of anti-freeze 
or corrosion - inhibitor solutions. 
In cold clim ates, the inhibitor in 
the anti-freeze solution is ade­ 
quate and should not be mixed 


with other inhibitors. In spring, 
the system should be drained and 
Hushed, and an inhibitor added- 
tor summer. However, if the per­ 
m anent-type 
an ti-freeze 
(ethy­ 
lene glycol) is used, it may be 
left in the cooling system during 
the summer. 
In warmer clim ates, the cool­ 
ing system should be flushed and 
cleaned every spring and fall, 
and a fresh filling of a good cor­ 
rosion inhibitor added.

The average Iowa acre is earning 
between $4.50 and $5.00 # a month, 
cash, the Iow a development com­ 
mission reports. Which means that 
the average 160-acre farm, under 
good management, is bringing in 
$768, gross per month. 
Last year Iowa farmers made 
$59.40 for each of the 34% million 
acres in farms in the Hawkeye state. 
That figures out $4.95 per month, 
per acre, or $495 per month for each 
IOO acres of Iowa land being farmed. 
In the first six months of 1950— 
the leaner half of the farmer’s year 
—Iowa farm income came to $27 
per acre, or $4.50 per month, per 
acre. That still is $450 a month for 
every IOO acres of farm land. 
The commission hastened to re­ 
peat that the figure is gross income. 
Out of it the farmer must pay for 
power and machinery, labor, feed, 
feeder stock and breeding stock, 
before he arrives at his own salary.

USELESS TO TRY TO MAKE 


A DEAL WITH A RUSSIAN 


Waco, Oct. 17.—It is useless 
to try to make a deal with a Rus­ 
sian, Dr. Floyd F. Burchette, who 
.'Pent four years as a member of 
the American occupation force in 
Berlin trying to do just that, de­ 
clared here today. 
Dr. Burchette, a former colonel 
in the Allied Military Govern­ 
ment 
is a member of the eco­ 
nomics faculty at Baylor Univer­ 
sity. 
He has been called fre­ 
quently as economic advisor to 
state and national governments. 
Any agreement with a Russian 
official is subject to cancellation 
by a higher official, and the high­ 
er officials usually arrange it at 
a time to be most embarrassing 
said. 
The 
economist classified the 
Russians with whom he dealt into 
th lee groups: some were simply 
front men with no authority, oth­ 
ers were dedicated to obstruction, 
and still others were outright 
propagandists. 
Eventually each 
croup disappeared, apparently to 
Siberian work camps, he said. 
Ignorance of other cultures and 
inability to gain such knowledge 
through travel or study makes 
the Russian individual incapable 
of understanding other systems 
of government than Communism, 
Dr. Burchette said. 
Therefore, 
the Russian naturally assumes 
that everything done or suggest 
ed by the Allies is counter to his 
interests.

There are nearly 200 separate 
agencies of the executive branchi 
of the government. These are rum 
by nearly 150 a d m in istra tiv e 
groups or individuals. 
The state conducts its financial 
affairs out of more than 230 sepa­ 
rate checking accounts. Some haws 
less than $50 in them. Some hams 
tens of millions of dollars in them. 
Many accounts are earmarked fest 
ial purposes and are not avail- 
as a general fund. A tm * 
general fund provides the logical, 
Che practical, the economical mean* 
of carefully controlled government 
spending. 
Texas, unfortunately, has nm 
such arrangement. 
As further illustration of hoar 
sad is the state of affairs, con­ 
sider all these nearly 200 agencies. 
Many of them are supervised by 
the appointees of as many as three 
different governors. 
This simply means that if one of 
these agencies fails to do a good 
job, the voters are too far removed 
from control of the situation. They 
cannot correct things by voting out 
the current governor: he didn’t ai*- 
point a majorUv of the supervisor* 
of the offending agency. They can­ 
not vote the supervisors out of 
office because the supervisors hold 
office by appointment only. The 
governor himself cannot do any­ 
thing about the situation because 
be can only appoint a minority of 
I the supervisors. 
The result of all this division of 
authority and disconnected fund* 
is simply a mess. 
What, then, is tho answer? 
Shall we take this governmental 
house of cards, throw it into the 
scrap 
heap, 
and 
rebuild 
from 
scratch? Obviously, this is neither 


I desirable nor practical. 
The Texas Economy Commission 
proposes, not to toss the cards 
aside, but to look them over and 
work for their rearrangement in 
logical order. 
If the TKC should find two 
Jacks of Diamonds, or four deuce* 
of clubs, why then in the interest 


J of economy, efficiency, and fair­ 
ness to taxpayers the TEC will 
recommend that the surplus cards 
— duplicated services and overlup-

ing agencies — should be com­ 
ined or eliminated.

PUBLIC HEARING ON FEDERAL MILK 
ORDER TO BE HELD “VERY SOON” 
IN EITHER DALLAS OR FT. WORTH 
The long-promised public hear­ 
ing on the request of the North 
Texas Producers Association for 
a federal milk marketing order 
will be held “very soon" in either 
Dallas or 
Fort 
Worth 
J. O. 
Woodman said Saturday. 
Woodman, Producers Associa­ 
tion manager, spoke at a gather­ 
ing of Dallas County dairymen 
in the Womens Recreation Build­ 
ing at the courthouse. The meet­ 
ing was the last of twenty-five 
held in North Texas dairy cen­ 
ters to sound out the milk pro­ 
ducers on their attitude toward 
the marketing order. 
Woodman said a spot check of 
questionnaires filled out by the 
producers at the recent meetings 
showed “a big majority in favor 


of a marketing order.” Similar 
questionnaires 
were distributed 
Saturday morning to about forty 
Dallas County dairymen. 
Woodman, a one-time Texas 
Aggie halfback, also announced: 
1. That the Wichita Falls Area 
Milk Producers Association has 
asked to he merged with the 
North Texas group. 
2 . That the San Antonio Milk 
Producers Association, led by Joe 
Ridgeway, has petitioned for a 
marketing order in Washington. 
3. That 
Dallas - Fort 
Worth 
milk plant owners are “fighting 
back.” Woodman said one Dallas 
plant owner wrote producers that 
they “should be proud that they 
can still sell milk at $5.50 a hun­ 
dredweight in a free market.”

don’t want a federal marketing 
order. For one thing they have 
to let the government come in 
and audit their records and they 
have to pay 4c a hundred pounds 
to defray the expense of a mar­ 
keting order.” 
(Under a marketing order, a 
federal administrator would make 
audits, set minimum milk prices 
paid producers, check usage of 
milk and purposes for which it 
is used, regulate milk tests and 
generally represent the producer 
inside the plant.) 
W’oodman told the Dallas Coun­ 
ty dairymen that the question­ 
naires were not prepared by his, 
association, 
but 
by 
D o n a l d 
Swartz, economist of the Re­ 
search 
Division 
of 
the 
Farm 
Credit Administration in Wash- 
ngton. Swartz did not attend the 
Dallas meeting. 
“The hearing on the marketing 
mder will be held in either Dal­ 
las or Fort Worth because of the 
need for hotel facilities,” Wood­ 
man said. “There will be a lo t' 
of people, mainly lawyers, down 
from Washington.” 
He admitted that people “bit­ 
terly opposed a marketing order” 
had appeared at some of the 
twenty-five meetings during the 
past two weeks. 
He added: 
“These question­ 
naires permit you to say what 
you think.” 
The public hearing will give 
the milk plants an opportunity to 
tell their side of the story, Wood­ 
man explained. 
"It could not be put in then 
without a majority vote of the 
milk 
producers 
and 
could 
be 
thrown out by a fifty-one per 
cent vote.” 
The hearing in North Texas is 
expected to follow hearings to be 
held in November at Muskogee, 
Okla., and at Chanute, Kan. 
The Wichita Falls Area group 
would put the milk producers of 
Wichita, Clay and Archer Coun­ 
ties into the North Texas Asso­ 
ciation.

Austin, Oct. 24.—Dr. Geo. W. 
Cox, state health officer, esti­ 
mates that there are 500 million 
colds a year in the U. S. A. and 
they take an economic toll of two 
million dollars.

Less than one-half of the nation’s 
more than 4,000,000 farm homes 
have baths and only half of the 
rooms are heated, a study of rural 
housing accomodations revealed. 
Excessive standardization to re­ 
lieve early postwar housing short­ 
ages resulted in the building of 
mediocre farm homes of rectangu­ 
lar, box-like design with too small 
rooms, too little privacy and ab­ 
sence of adequate plumbing and 
heating facilities. 
However, under impetus of a U.S. 
department of agriculture program, 
farm house plans have recently 
been developed that are expected 
to fulfill the fundamental require­ 
ments. 
The 
new plans call 
for 
space, equipment and storage facili­ 
ties in proportion to the number of 
persons in the family. 


Coupled with the benefits of a 10- 
year electrification program that 
has brought electricity to 75 per 
cent of the farm homes, this new 
home designing will open an un­ 
tapped market for manufacturers 
of automatic equipment and home 
appliances.

Around 1900 when the first anti­ 
trust laws were passed, a “trust” 
meant any industry group, mo- I 
nopoly, or cartel, that conspired 
to artificially control a commod­ 
ity, or to fix prices so that mem­ 
bers of the industry would not be 
in competition with each other. 
* * * 
Anti-trust laws are not anti-big 
business, although a great effort 
has been made to sell this idea 
to the public. Anti-trust laws are 
merely rules so any business has 
the opportunity to get as big as 
it can. “Anti-trust” merely means 
"anti-leadpipe cinch.” 
* 
* * 
During World War II anti-trust 
laws were suspended. The Amer­ 
ican free competition system has 
not yet recovered from this blow, 
* 
* * 
Congress knows that in 1940 
66% of American manufacturing 
was done by 15,000 firms; today 
only 250 firms do this volume. 
Senator Herbert O’Connor, Md., 
states “in 1946 1/10 of 1% of 
American 
corporations owned 
50% of total corporate assets . . . 
8% owned 90%.”

“Unless anti-trust laws are 
suspended.” says one side, “In­ 
dustry cannot get together on vol­ 
untary allocations of scarce m a­ 
terials without violating the law.”

American Socialists want busi­ 
ness further concentrated in the 
hands of a few.

They know from history when 
business control is closely con­ 
centrated it only takes one eco­ 
nomic crisis; one session of a hys­ 
terical or “left wing” legislature 
to nationalize, or socialize, indus­ 
tr y . This has been the pattern in 
all nations where Socialism has 
taken over.

Moisture Penetration Important 
Consideration Over Wheat Belt

Moisture penetration especially 
interests all of us who are located 
in the winter wheat belt since the 
moisture already in the ground at 
seeding time is a very reliable 
index to the next year’s harvest 
and moisture received during the 
winter usually does not change 
the picture very materially, 
A rule of thumb index which 
seems to apply over most of the 
winter wheat belt of the Great 
Plains is for each six inches of 
moisture at planting time a yield 
of two bushels may be expected. 
As examples, 18 inches of moist 
soil should produce six bushels 
per acre and soil that is wet to 
a depth of 36 inches may be ex­ 
pected to produce 12 bushels per 
acre. 
The big question is how to get 
this moisture into the ground. Of 
course, we well know that we 
can’t put it there if it doesn’t 
rain, but there are very few years 
that some time during the year 
we don’t get enough moisture in 
some form to produce a crop of 
wheat if we get it into the soil. 
In the Great Plains areas gener­ 
ally, once the moisture is in the 
soil, it stays available until it is 
all used by crops. 
I think that some of the state­ 
ments made by Mr. Finnell in 
Oklahoma Experiment S t a t i o n 
Bulletin No. 193 published nearly 
20 years ago still are as true today 
as they were when published. Ini 
this report it is shown that in an ^ 
area of 17 inches average rainfall, 
which is comparable to the west­ 
ern half of the winter wheat area, 
that an average of approximately 
31 % 
of the 
rainfall comes 
in 
showers too small to add any­ 
thing to the subsoil moisture and 
evaporates soon after falling. 
Thirteen per cent runs off or 


collects in low spots in the fields. 
Nearly 
35% 
evaporates from 
the surface before it has a chance 
to soak in deep enough to be safe 
from evaporation. 
An additional 
3 % is lost through evaporation 
after being placed in the upper 
soil level through tillage which 
leaves a total of only 18% of the 
total amount of moisture falling 
on a given piece of land that is 
used by growing crops. 
With less than one-fifth of the 
total 
moisture 
received 
being 
available for crop production and 
part of that wasted by weeds, 
there is apparently much room for 
improving 
the 
moisture 
using 
efficiency of the farm methods. 
Considerable 
justification 
exists 
for the statement that it is not 
more rainfall the Plains region 
needs 
to 
insure 
regular 
crop 
yields, but better use to be made 
of that received. 
Perhaps the greatest opportu­ 
nity for saving rainfall ordinarily 
lies in preventing surface runoff. 
The amount of water lost during 
heavy rains is over two-thirds of 
the amount actually used in crop 
production under present meth­ 
ods. It is naturally impossible to 
get all the run-off into the soil 
for crop use, but there is enough 
to provide a very substantial in­ 
crease in moisture supply if but 
a portion of this run-off water is 
saved. 
Means of reducing evaporation 
losses are not as widely used as 
they should be. Perhaps the best 
way of solving this problem is 
increasing the absorptive power 
of the top soil for the purpose of 
enabling moisture to soak in rap­ 
idly 
and 
thereby 
be 
removed 
from prolonged exposure to rapid 
evaporation conditions. 
In many cases evaporation and 
run-off can both be checked by 
the same practice, namely 
the 


practice of properly utilizing the 
crop residues produced on the 
land. 
This is definitely the case where 
the farmers are working their 
land to leave the straw and stub­ 
ble on or near the surface of the 
soil. 
Perhaps the best means of 
doing this is by using a tillage 
implement which uses chisels or 
sweeps. 
The 
moldboard 
plow, 
while having its place on many 
farms, completely covers the stub­ 
ble and straw and certainly does 
not have much place in the Plains 
area, because it does not leave 
the soil in condition to catch and 
hold much moisture and the slick 
furrow slice quickly bakes and 
dries out. 
Til is practice of keeping crop 
residues on or near the top of the 
ground will definitely help slow 
down run-off and put that little 
bit of extra water into the ground 
that often makes a difference be­ 
tween a fair crop and a good one. 
Also, this stubble protection on 
the top of the soil often is a great 
help in preventing movement of 
soil by wind. We will grant that 
in some cases this keeping of trash 
on the top of the ground may ag­ 
gravate the winter carryover of 
insects. 
We all realize, I think, that to­ 
gether with this use of our crop 
residues, it is necessary to use 
contour cultivation and in many 
fields it will be necessary to con­ 
struct terraces to keep run-off to 
a minimum. 
In coming back ever the south­ 
west after an absence of several 
years, I am sure that we will be 
very much perturbed over exces­ 
sive amounts of erosion which 
have taken place. Large gullies 
have 
cut 
through 
once-smooth 
fields, all of this happening in a 
period of not over IO years. Per­ 
haps it may be necessary for

Dr. William 
Albrecht of the University of Mis­ 
souri reported that on the basis of 
Selective Service record in World 
War Two, in areas where soil fer­ 
tility was high 7 out of IO se­ 
lectees were selected for service 
as compared to the areas of low 
fertility where 7 out of IO were 
rejected. 
It is estimated that the national 
erosion bill is near four billion 
dollars annually based on wasted 
soil,declining crop yields, prop­ 
erty damage, loss of reservoir ca­ 
pacity, etc., and everyone is pay­ 
ing for it. As the farmers’ pro­ 
duction declines, so also will our 
living standards.
